Surrey Police were asked to explain their 
policy after two photographers said they 
were harassed by off-duty officers amid 
fears they had captured indecent images 
of a child - concerns later shown to be 
unfounded (see News, AP 18 August). 

Former Guardian photogra pher Don 
M or ley said an officer told him to remove 
an image he had taken of a boy through 
a shop window on Guildford high street 








Morley, who refused to erase the photo, 
said the off-duty officers told him it was 
'illegal to take pictures with people in them 







Uniformed police who arrived on the 
scene shortly afterwards took no action 
against Morley and his friend, 

Lock ley, having reviewed their pictures 
and found them to be lawful. 

The force said uniformed 
been alerted to the scene, separately, via a 

ma de by the boy's grand mother, 
time, police said it had no written 
record that off-duty staff had requested 
an image be erased from Money's Fuji film 
X1G digital camera, as the officers were 
not carrying notebooks at the time. 

However, responding to a Freedom 
of Information (FOI) request lodged by 
Amateur Photographer, Surrey Police 
confirmed that an officer had asked 
that an image be removed.

arrived on the scene in direct response 
to a telephone complaint from the child's 
grandmother, and that the woman's actions 
we re not influenced by the off-duty staff. 

The off-duty officers had been there 
by chance when they noticed the 
photographers and did not provoke 
the woman’s complaint, according to a 

spokeswoman for the force, speaking in July. 

Morley said 11 minutes elapsed from 
when he took the picture to the time police 
originally gave for the complaint having 
been received, at 12 50pm. 

This gap, he claimed, suggests the 
off-duty officers had time to first convince 
the woman to make the complaint, an 
allegation the force stoutly refutes. 

In its FO! response, the force says 
subsequent analysis of its phone records 
shows it actually received the woman's 
complaint at‘12 47pm' on 27 June. This 
is eight minutes after Morley estimates 
he took the controversial photograph, 
at 12.39pm. 

At the lime, Morley said uniformed 
police made no mention of a complaint by 
a member of the public, telling him and 
Lockley they had been reported by their 
off-duty colleagues as 'under suspicion 
of taking indecent images'. 

In its FOI response, Surrey Police 
confirmed that the off-duty officers did 
speak face-to-face with uniformed staff. 

'Uniformed officers were briefed as 
to the actions taken, in order to follow 
up as deemed necessary in view of the 
complaint made’

'Grand Arcade has 
a no-photography policy in place to ensure 
the interests of public safety are upheld 
at ail times The retail shopping centre is 
private property and has a duty of care to 
its retailers...' 



A PHOTOGR APHER has hit out at 

claims that images of children on show at 
a London gallery are 'semi-pornographic', 
The portraits - by Australian 
photographer Vee Speers - depict 
children topless, dressed in costumes.

AP reader Melvyn Dover asks 
whether it is time to put the 
functionality back into cameras 
and to give us less choice 

o 

I THINK i’ve been spoilt. Once upon a time life was simple. 

If I wanted to buy a light bulb, I needed to choose between 
pearl or clear, knowing the bayonet fitting was standard. Then 
along came screw threads, then different-sizeef screw threads 
and various sizes of bayonets. 

Likewise, 1 find it simpler to alter the volume on my hi-fi 
using a knob. Turn if in one direction to increase it, the 
opposite way to turn it down. I find it strange that to change 
the volume on a television means picking up a remote, 

holding it in a certain way, pressing down and holding a 
button, and watching a bar on the screen. Being given more 
choice and having to do simple things in more complicated 
ways seems to be the digital way of life. 

Not all choice is bad. A sports car isn’t as good as an SUV 
to cart children to school or carry much shopping. So having 
choice in the photographic world is a good thing. All I’m 
thinking is there's too much of it. New cameras are being 
produced too frequently. Compromises often have to be 
made at the sub-DSLR level. Do you want a big sensor or a 
big zoom range? Now DSLRs are being aimed at specialised 
markets resulting in compromise, too. With Nikon's latest 
models, the choice is to have a high pixel count or good low- 
light capability. Which do I want? Well, both actually. Why 
do I have to make a choice? 

On my Fujifilm bridge camera, S have to press a button 
twice to put the camera in super macro mode, or three times 
to put it into macro mode. And once a macro shot is taken, 
there's more button pressing to come out of macro mode. 
Why? Sony has the right idea with its bridge camera, the 
Cyber-shot DSC-HS100V. That doesn't come with a 'macro' 
mode as such. If you want to focus on something 1cm away, 
you move the zoom to the wideangle end and point it at 
something 1cm away. If the next shot requires focusing on 
infinity, so be it. No buttons to press. Other manufacturers 
would do well to employ such simplicity. 

It's a similar thing with continuous shooting - burst mode 
- which requires a button press and a scroll of a wheel. Too 
simple, I suppose, to go into continuous shooting if I hold 
down the shutter button instead of pressing it down once. 

Much of the time these buttons are a standard size and 
in fairly predictable positions. The right hand has to try to 
support the camera, the index finger has to press the shutter 
down, the thumb needs to 
press a button forward, and 
then scroll a wheel. All the 
movement takes place in 
different directions. 

Surely camera design could 
be made more functional, with 
a bit less choice? There used 
to be an adage: KISS, or Keep 
It Simple, Stupid. Perhaps the 
camera world needs a bit 
more kissing.

Jim Brandenburg explains how he took his powerful 
image of two moose skulls and a scavenging grey jay 


I STUMBLED upon this scene while 
out walking in the Isle Royale National 
Park in Lake Superior in the Great Lakes 
region of North America. The island, 
surrounded by almost 600 miles of 
water, is a dosed ecosyste m, and home 
to wolves that prey upon moose. It's one 
of the oldest study sites in the world of 
predater/prey relationships and that 
intrigues me as a behaviourist and 
naturalist, so this picture helps to tell 
a bit of a story about the island. 

This image was taken in the late 1970s 
and it's one of my oldest pictures, but I'd be 
happy if I shot it today, What this scene 
shows a re the remnants of two moose that 
were fighting during a rut. Occasionally, 
their antlers get locked and they cannot 
pull themselves apart so they die like that. I 

know the wolves were fairly numerous on 
the island back then, so I fully expect they 
would have soon killed the moose and 
started eating them. 

The scene is as I found it -1 didn't set it up 
or try to pull the skulls apart or change the 
layout in any way. What you see in this 
photograph is a naTural occurrence and 
quite a common ore. Every year l hear 
of someone seeing something like this. 
Unfortunately, the moose antlers grow 
with a number of 'hooks' that can become 
entangled when two sets of antlers are 
slammed together. 

What makes this picture specia I for me, 
and what! think makes it unique, is the 
presence of the grey jay perching on one 
of the antlers. Without that bird, this picture 
would be nothing. 

The grey jay is a very special bird to me, 
as I see them all the time where I live. This 
particular species is known as a scavenger 
The birds will follow the wolves, and when 


the wolves make a kill they will scavenge off 
the carcass. They're very curious and very 
intelligent birds that have very little fear, 
They also follow people around, stealing 
food and eating straight out of your hand, 
and for this reason they are known locally 

as 'camp robbers'. I don't know of any 
other bird in the world that does this. 

On this particular day, the grey jay was 
probably following me around looking for 
food, I don't have any memory of having To 
wait around for it to land - it just popped 
down there, probably snooping around for 
a little morsel of food from me or from 
the skulls. 1 often talk about serendipity 


and luck within the images I shoot, but I 
wouldn't call this a particularly lucky 
moment. I was lucky to see the Skulls, but 
the birds are quite common and they had 
followed me through the woods before on 
numerous occasions. 

When the bird landed, I was already at 
the skulls, trying to work out a way to shoot 
and frame them, I knew the bird would 
soon become bored and move off, so I 
had to shoot fairly fast. As a result, I didn't 
spend long thinking about the composition 
because I didn't have much time to 
think about it. 

Back then, there were no automated 
cameras: my Nikon had no autofocus 
and everything was shot manually with a 
handheld light meter I think t was using a 
medium telephoto or possibly a fixed tens, 
most likely a 200mm, so I was shooting 


from a distance in order not to disturb the 
scene. I had to know my camera and 
settings inside out to be quick enough 
to get a shot like this. 

Had I missed capturing the grey jay in the 
frame, the image would be fairly average. 
The bird adds some spontaneity to the 
photograph and speaks volumes about the 
behaviour of these birds - you learn as 
much about the grey jay as you do about 
the moose For example, the grey jay's 
presence tells you that it is on the lookout 
for free food, and that it will feed on the 
carcasses of animals. From this picture, 
you can also begin to understand the 


relationship between the birds and the 
carcasses: it shows that the birds visit the 
carcasses not just to eat, but also to collect 
the fur of dead animals that they then use 
to line their nests. 

As well as this, the image also provides an 
insight into the harsher side of the natural 
world. People who aren't surrounded by 
nature can sometimes misinterpret the 
natural world as being serene and full of 
happiness. But nature can be very cruel: life 
comes and goes with the wind, wolves kill 
animals and eat them when they're still alive, 
and occasionally something like this happens 
when two moose in their prime die together. 

In war and combat there are downsides, 
and this not only fells the story of a grey jay 
scavenging, but it also speaks of a tragic 
death of two regal animals at the peak 
of their lives. AP

Film cameras 27 format 








IN 1912 Kodak introduced a new roltfiIm 
format, known as 127 or VP, which stood 
for Vest Pocket. The name was a due to the 
fact that this was a slimmed-down version of 
the then standard 120 format and allowed 
the development of smaller, and therefore 
pocketable, cameras. Kodak is an American 
firm, and the word vest refers to a jacket 
not an undergarment!

The package was a 
plastic attache case with a range of James 
Bond-style accessories, Most cunning,

the lens skulking discreetly behind a little 
spyhole. I still have the camera, although a 
spring is missing from the shutter, so it's no 
Ion ger usable. It took 16 photos on the then 
standard 127 film, which was widely used 
in cheap family snapshot models. 

While all 127 film is the same size, there 
are three different formats giving 8.12 or 
16 exposures on a roll. The full-frame 
format is 4x6 5cm, followed by the 4x4cm 
square and finally the 3x4cm ‘half-frame'. 
Some of The cameras at the 3x4cm end 


of the range are little gems, eminently 
pocketable and in many cases markedly 
smaller than their 35mm cousins that were 


coming onto the market in the 1930s 
A side-by-side comparison of a 35mm 
cassette and a roll of 127 clearly shows how 
it was possible to make a folding camera 
with a very slim body [see far left). 


Two years after the launch of 127 saw 
the start of the First World War, in which 
unprecedented numbers of ordinary citizens 
fought and died We are familiar with 
contemporary mobile phone photos and 
videos posted online by serving members 
of the military in Afghanistan and Iraq, but 
the technology to record and disseminate 
such images became available to the 
masses a century ago. Millions of Kodak 
Vest Pocket cameras were made, and it was 
ever advertised as 'The Soldier’s Camera'. 


Contact prints (in which the print is the 
same size as the negative) would have been 
the order of the day at the time, and our 
initial reaction might be to think these were 
pretty small. In fact, at 45x65mm, they are 
remarkably close to today's smartphone 
screens, the medium of choree for showing 
family and holiday snaps around the office. I 


took my soldier's camera to a historical 
re-enactment and found that this camera 
was capable of time travel, mysteriously 
coming up with photos of the wrong world 
war (see far left). 

TLRS AND BROWNIES 

Tens of thousands of different cameras 
were made in the 20th century, and the 
127 format is a microcosm of this vast field, 
with examp les of most types a nd styles of 
cameras being represented at some point. 

At one end of the range are the brittle 
plastic novelties from the 1960s, but at 
the higher end there are TLRs (twin-lens 
reflexes) and even the odd SLR The only 
post-war 127 SLR that I'm aware of is the 
Komaftex-S, first made in 1960 
and producing 12 photos on a roll, 
measuring 4x4cm. If used with 
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reversal film, they could be mounted 
as 'superslides', which could be 
projected in a 35mm projector, but 
had a larger (40x4 Omm compared with 
24x36mm) picture area. This model has a 
reputation for unreliability, partly because the 
wind-on and cocking mechanisms are far 
from intuitive. Without a manual, there is little 
hope of getting it right, and every chance 
of damaging the camera. However, it was 
worth the effort I put in to understand the 
controls, as it allowed me to take advantage 
of the stow shutter speeds and wide aperture 
reeded to cope with the low-light at Tate 
Britain, where I found a jet fighter aircraft in a 
precarious position (see page 31). 

In the 1960s, colour films were both 
available and affordable, and enlargements 
rather than contact prints became the norm. 
Yet colour film, especially transparency film, 
was far more fussy about correct exposure. 

For the serious hobbyist this wasn't a 
problem, but in order to cater for the holiday 
snapshot market, camera makers had to 
design foolproof, user-friendly systems. At 
the most basic there would be little icons or

ONE SUNDAY morning earlier 
this summer, I found two 127 cameras 
at two different car-boot sales. I paid 
£1.50 for a Kodak Brownie 44a, and 

£1 for an Italian Bencini Minicomet, 
which I had never seen before, The 
Brownie 44a is very common. I 
already have one, but this one had a 

partly used film in it so I rescued it to 
see if I could coax anything out of it. 

The Minicomet was also loaded and 
was only on frame 2. Someone must 

have got bored with this little novelty 
to have given up so early in the roll, 
especially as this camera, uniquely in 
my experience, squeezes 24 exposures 
onto a roll. This is achieved by having 
a small image size of 2x3cm. I picked 
the camera up and clicked the shutter 
a couple of times, but I would have 

bought it whether it worked or not 



I've had some experience with 
expired films, and rarely find them 

completely dead, so I finished off the 
film and developed it in Tetenal C-41 
kit. This was a bit of a challenge, as 
not only was the film rusted onto the 
metal spool, but it was also firmly stuck 
to the backing paper - that ended up 
going into the chemicals, too. It peeled 
off after being soaked, and while there 
was quite a lot of residue I could see 
that there were images on it. The first 
was a triple exposure, one showing 
the car-boot sale and two being out 
of focus close-ups of my face as I 
watched the shutter to see if it opened 
(see above), I was less lucky with the 
film from the Brownie. It appeared to 
be completely blank, but I hung it up to 
dry anyway, and on closer inspection 
could just make out some very faint 
shadows. I cut it down, and after 
some fairly extensive resuscitation in 
Photoshop managed to coax a just 
about recognisable image out of it 
of a helter-skelter (see left).

weather symbols to guide the photographer, 
but for those who couldn't face ever simple 
controls, fully automatic exposure systems 
were introduced by many manufacturers. 

A recent favourite of mine is the Kodak 
Brownie Starmatic, which I took with me 
on holiday to Venice. It uses a primitive 
'needle-trap' mechanism to set the aperture 
according to the position of the needle of 
the built-in selenium light meter. There is 
a single shutter speed and no focusing, so 
aside from the ability to automatically handle 
a range of lighting conditions, the camera

exploration began

is pretty basic. Mike this camera because 
it is small and light, and at 44mm it has 
a relatively wideangle lens. Compare it to 
the Bell and Howell Electric Eye, another 
square-format auto-exposure camera 
weighing 800g to the Starmatic's less than 
300g, and you can see why I chose the 
Brownie as a travel companion. At around 
50 years old, the auto-exposure still works. 
Selenium meters don’t need batteries, 


and so don't risk the indignity of the sticky 
corroded end suffered by so many old 

cameras abandoned in a cupboard with 
their decaying batteries still inside. 


LITTLE BROWN JOBS 

Ornithologists have a term for the myriad 
small brown birds that all look very similar - 
they call them LBJs, which stands for Little 
Brown Jobs. I'm particularly fond of the 

small folding 127 cameras that were made 
by various firms in the 1930s. Superficially 
similar, they all have their own characters, 
and I think of them as my Little Black Jobs. 

Gradually, the little black jobs of the 
1930s gave way to the post-war Festival 
of Britain styles, and references to space 
exploration started to creep in. Cameras 
with names such as Galaxy, Satellite and 
Comet appeared Colourful cameras 
deserve a colourful subject, and the street 
performer opposite, who looks as if he might 
be from the 1950s, seemed like a suitable 
subject Here I used a roll of recently 
discontinued Wacocolor film from Germany. 


Unlike some more recent formats, such 
as 126 and MO, 127 film has never gone 
out of production, although in recent years 
the choice has been limited to one or two 
emulsions. It's ironic that in the centenary 
year, Efke (the only remaining manufacture) 
has announced that it is ceasing production. 
At least one supplier is said to be cutting 
down 120 film and re-spooling it as 127, and 
while this comes at a price, it does at least 
mean that the cameras can still be used, it's 
also a simple matter to re-spool 35 mm film 
onto 127 backing paper, and I did this myself 
before taking the plunge and ordering my 

first batch of Efke a couple of years ago. 

Of course, using 35mm film means that 
some of the image is lost, and the sprocket 
holes impinge on the edges, but this look is 
very fashionable at the moment. For many 
people, this would be seen as a bonus rather 

tha n a failing. 

My camera collection, acquired in a very 
haphazard way over the past four decades, 
includes around 50127 models. I've 


occasionally sought out a specific camera, but 
mostly I enjoy coming across items in car-boot 
sales and charity shops. There are a huge 
numbers of common basic models, but from 
time to time something more esoteric paps 
up. No new 127 cameras have been made for 
four decades, so it’s rot too surprising that film 
supplies are drying up. The format is teetering 
on the edge of extinction, and I don’t think 11 
be the only one to mourn what seems like its 
inevitable passing, p

First 
impressions of the design are of a 
somewhat dated and understated 
camera, with few controls on the body and 
a plain black shell.

There are few frills on the DP2 Merrill, 
but thankfully some thought has gone Into 
accessing the key exposure controls.

navigating the camera, and operates both 
speedily and intuitively. Next to the dial is the 
shooting mode button, which includes three 
custom modes, the usual PASM options and 
the video function. 

It does not take long to work around 
the camera's body and its menus, for it is 
a simple photographer's tool - and this 
is a refreshing thing. Photographers 
appreciate the quick start-up time of less 
than 2secs from pressing the power button 
to being ready to shoot 

Disappointingly, though, given the size 
of the camera, the DP2 Merrill does not 
include a built-in flash or viewfinder. Both 
can be purchased as separate units and 
attached via the hotshoe port. 

The camera comes supplied with two 
low-capacity batteries. Unfortunately, this is 
not the sign of a considerate manufacturer, 
but is instead due to the battery life being so 
poor, to the point that it would be helpful if 
Sigma threw in another.

WHITE BALANCE 
AND COLOUR

colours straight out of the DP2 Merrill. It 
has seven colour modes, although black 
& white and sepia are only available when 
shooting JPEGs. The standard colour mode 
has a relatively neutral colour rendition, 
but this is far and away preferable to the 
overly saturated look offered by many 
other cameras, which can leave a 'digital' 
impression. Of course, greater vibrancy 
can be introduced to images using the 
vivid colour mode or by manually adding 
it post-capture using editing software. 

I found that in all but a handful of 
situations I could rely on the auto white 
balance setting. As I would expect of this 
camera, recording a custom white balance 
reading for tricky scenes is a quick process. 
Overall, skin tones are excellent straight 
out of the camera, making the DP2 
Merrill ideal for portrait work, Landscape 


photographers should note that the blues 
of a sunny sky can be a tad on the cyan side 
and will benefit from a post-capture tweak. 
Otherwise, in good light, images generally 
have an impressively authentic’ film feel. 


METERING 

Like most cameras, the DP2 Merrill features 
evaluative, spot and centreweighted 
metering modes However, I would like to 
see the spot metering selectable over a 
large portion of the frame rather than just 
the centre. As such, the auto exposure 
lock (AEL) button becomes an important 
tool. Once the scene has been metered, 
the AEL button can be pressed to keep 
that exposure even when recomposing 
the frame. To record a different reading, 
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AEL needs to be deactivated again. 

Alternatively, a ha If-press opt ion can be 
selected, so that the reading is only kept as 
tong as the shutter button is half pressed. 

In the evaluative metering mode, there are 
few surprises in the way the camera meters 
for a scene, with a bias towards maintaining 
highlight detail over shadows. For print- 
ready images straight out of the camera, it 
can therefore be worthwhile dialling in up to 
+0.7EV exposure compensation. 




AUTOFOCUS 

Although images are sharp, it can take time 
for the DP2 Merrill to focus. The camera 
offers one selectable central AF point only, 
which even in good light requires a quick 
'hunt' before it locks onto the point of focus. 
In low-contrast light, the speed is slowed 
down further and the camera often does 
not achieve successful focus at all. 

The camera's saving grace is its manual 
focus functionality, controlled using the focus 
ring on the lens. It overrides autofocus in 
the AF/MF option, and in the MiF setting a 
focus distance indicator appears on screen. 
With the shutter button half-pressed, focus 
magnification is activated once the focus 
ring is adjusted. So, for static and slow- 
moving subjects, manual focus is best.

LCD, VIEWFINDER AND VIDEO 

The rear of the DP2 Merrill is dominated 
by its 3m LCD screen. It has a resolution of 
920,000 dots and a good viewing angle 
However, I found that its output is not as 
bright as other similar screens, and its colour 


rendition lacks the 'punch' of the final image 
results. Furthermore, it picks up smudges 
easily, which can in turn compromise viewing 
the screen in br ight light. 

There is no viewfinder built into the 
camera, but the company's VF-21 optical 
viewfinder can be attached to the camera 
via the hotshoe port. While video is possible 
with the DP2 Merrill, it is more of an 
afterthought, being only 48Op VGA format. 



NOISE, RESOLUTION 
AND SENSITIVITY 

Most cameras use a Bayer pixel filter 
arrangement, which has its red, green and 
blue pixels on a single 'layer'. Establishing 
the 'true' resolution of a X3 Foveon 
sensor is complicated in relation to a Bayer 
pixel arrangement, but in our in-depth 
investigation of the sensor in AP 8 October 
2011, we ascertained that the equivalent 
resolution as we would understand it is 
around double the 'spatial' pixel count. This 
means that although the maximum output 
is 4704 x 3136 pixels and print size is 
approximately 15.7x10.5in, the DP2 Merrill's 
ability to resolve detail is roughly equivalent 
to a 30-million-pixel Bayer sensor. 

Without a doubt, then, the single most 
outstanding aspect of this camera is its 
image quality in good light. Images taken 
at IS0100 in these conditions contain a 
class-leading level of detail, up to the 32 
marker in our resolution charts. In fact, 
there is some detail all the way to the end 
the charts. It is moire patterning - which 
suggests a weak anti-aliasing fitter - that has 
at times a dramatic impact on the camera's 
performance in our resolution charts and 


It is clear that to 
get the most out of 
the DP2 Merrill, it is 
essential to shoot in 
raw format.

stops it from scoring even higher. In real- 
world images, detail is crisp, thanks in pan 
to the fixed 45mm '[effective) 1 lens, and 
requires little sharpening post-capture. 

As I mentioned in the introduction, 
the design of the Foveon X3 sensor 
compromises the degree of light it can use, 
and as such its ability to handle noise is, by 
today's standards, poor. Images up to ISO 
200 are largely unaffected, but luminance 
noise becomes apparent in images at ISO 
400, obvious at ISO 800 and distracting 
above IS01600. Unprocessed raw files 
shot at ISO 3200 and 6400 show a high 
level of chroma noise, too. With this in mind, 
would like to see optical image stabilisation 
included, which would allow the use of lower 
ISO settings in more situations. 



DYNAMIC RANGE 

Looking over nmy images, it is clear that the 
DP2 Merrill is capable of capturing a wide 
range of tones, and holds its own against the 
competition. Detail in some highlights is not 
always retained, such as the shine on skin in a 
portrait or sunlit white clouds in a landscape, 
but this is not unusual for a camera at 


this level. In fact, the camera's evaluative 
metering looks to maintain highlight detail 
anyway, so this is less of an issue. 

The main concern, however, is that 


detail in shadow areas is noisy in any setting 
above ISO 200, so there is less scope to 

bring back underexposed images and keep 
them looking 'clean'. The camera does not 
feature an HDR mode, but auto bracketing 
over three frames is possible, although a 
tripod is necessary to use this shooting 

mode effectively. 





IT 15 dear that Sigma has created a niche camera 
in the DP2 Merrill. For its intended audience, the 
camera works very well indeed. In good-contrast 

have not seen such a high standard of performance 
from a camera at this level, and the DP2 outperforms 
many cameras above it, too. Furthermore, its handling 
when using the command dial is intuitive. However, this is 
not a camera for those wanting responsive autofocus, fast 
processing, good low-light performance or a vast feature 
set. It is simply a photographer's tool, and for that Sigma 
is to be commended.

WHILE the forbears of the compact 
system camera market boasted of their 
tiny proportions, the efforts that went into 
the miniaturisation process have not been 
universally appreciated. Small cameras 
aren’t to everyone's taste, so over the past 
nine months manufacturers have been 
steadily increasing the size of the models 
they are launching. 

Examples from' this year's photokina 
include the Panasonic Lumix DMC-GH3, 
with its optional battery grip, Pentax has 
quietly increased the size of its Q-system 
body with the Q10, and Fujifilm continues 


to produce less-than-tiny X-series cameras. 
The Lunar shown by Hasselblad seems a 
deliberate bulking-up of the Sony NEX-7 
with a massive, though comfortable, grip that 


makes the whole thing not much smaller 
than a DSLR - if at all. The Olympus OM-D 
E-M5, launched earlier this year, now has 
full-sized flash units as well as a grip, and 
while it is still smaller than a DSLR, it is a 


good bit larger than the firm’s Pen models. 

While many people use the terms 
’compact system’ and 'mirrorless’ as though 
they are interchangeable, that idea may 
have to be reconsidered.

WI-FI-ENABLED 

CAMERAS ON 
THE INCREASE 

BY (FAR the most noticeable trend at 
this year's photo kina show was Wi-Fi 
connectivity. Caron, Samsung, Nikon, 
Panasonic and Olympus were all presenting 
cameras that had Wi-Fi either built-in, or as 
an option via a Wi-Fi adapter. 

There are a number of ways that Wi-Fi 
can be used with cameras. The most basic 
is a wireless connection between a camera 
and a computer for the transfer of images. 
Remote live view and remote shutter release 
via a computer or smartphone are becoming 
common, as is the uploading and emailing of 
images directly from the camera. 

Previously, wireless transfer was only 
possible using professional DSLRs and 
expensive adapters, but now manufacturers 
are aiming at the consumer market. Those 
who use a camera phone rather than a 
normal compact camera can instantly 
upload their photos to the internet, and 
more and more enthusiast photographers 
now share their images online Wi-Fi is being 
introduced to satisfy this demand. 

Being first-generation technology, 
manufacturers implement Wi-Fi in their own 
way. While most compacts have it built-in, 
as does the new Canon EOS 6D, Nikon still 
uses an adapter to offer connectivity on its 
DSLRs. Samsung has cleverly added a Wi-Fi 
mode to its program dial, allowing quick 
access to the Wi-Fi settings and features, 
though others have hidden the Wi-Fi menu, 
making it slow and awkward to access 

It is surely only a matter of time before 
Wi-Fi becomes a standard feature.

IT WAS springtime in Pans 2011 when 

Leica hinted that the photokina trade show 

would likely see a compact system camera 
(CSO to rival the likes of those from 
Olympus, Panasonic, Samsung and Sony. 

In a meeting with AP, Leica chairman 
Andreas Kaufmann and C£0 Alfred 
Schopf appeared buoyed by the prospect 
of extending the firm's appeal beyond the 
traditional niche rangefinder market. 

Fast forward to June 2012. Another 


city, a different mood. Speaking at the 
launch of the M Monochrom, the pair were 
tight-lipped, steering journalists away from 
any prospect of affordable GSCs, instead 
stressing that the 'M family' is very high on 
the agenda. 

All came into focus at photokina in 
Cologne, Germany, last month when Leica 
unveiled the M-E, a full-frame ‘entry-level' 
version of the M9 rangefinder - costing 
£3,900. Although Leica has not closed the 
door on a system camera with an APS-C- 
sized sensor, this now seems unlikely. 

Asked if Leica would ever produce 
an interchangeable-lens camera with a 
smaller sensor, Schopf replied: 'I would 
never deny that.’ 

However, Stefan Daniel, Leica s head of 
product management, appeared to rule out 
Leica taking on the wider market. Daniel 


went as far as saying there is ‘no way 1 Leica 
would ever sell a £1,000 CSC. 

Yet it would seem that anything is 
possible as Schopf added that the M-E 
is just the company’s ‘first answer' to the 
burgeoning CSC market. 

Some AP readers were quick to deride 
the £3,900 pricetag of the ‘entry-level’ 
M-E. On AP’s website forum, one member 
quipped that it might be more appropriate 
for a NASA moon rocket’. 

Speaking at photokima, Schopf 
responded by saying that some people 

will always view Leica products as too 
expensive, but that '55,000 customers of 
the M system say a different thing’. 

He told AP : r I am sure that the M-E will 
find its market.' 

Daniel added: 'Of course, there's room: for 
a broader camera portfolio, but we always 
have to stick to our core brand values. If 


we were to try to challenge the big guys in 
a price-performance war, we are still too 
small. We would immediately be in the [mass 
market] shark pond with everybody else.' 


INVESTMENT PROTECTION 

Daniel explained that, as much as anything, 
Leica must protect the brand investment 
value of its cameras. 

'As a strategy, we try to keep camera

prices quite stable,’ he said, adding that 
Leica has to support its existing users and 
avoid discounting’ after launch. 

He said that Leica ploughs its sales 
revenue into research and development 
programmes for future models. 


M9 TO BE PHASED OUT 

The M-E, which uses an 18-million-pixel 
CCD sensor, replaces the Leica M9, which 
is being phased out. - clearing the way for 
the new Leica M to be crowned the new

BY SWITCHING from an 
1S-mlion-pixel CCD sensor in the 
Leica M9 and M-E to a 24-mil lion- pixel 
CMOS sensor in the Leica M, the new 
camera is capable of a faster readout 

time, which in turn makes live view 

possible, 

The introduction of live view could 
change the way photographers use the 
camera, with the optical rangefinder 
no longer key to focusing images This 
is a major shift for Leica. Live view 
focusing, as the firm cals it, is focusing 
manually but using the rear screen to 

check focus. I would imagine that most 

photographers will still much prefer to 

hold the Leica M to their eye for most 

shots, but the new function will be useful 

for some landscape and macro work. 

The new LCD screen is a much- 
needed and long-overdue improvement. 
The M9's screen is now looking very 
dated. We have all now become used 
to reviewing our digital images straight 
after shooting them, and the increased 
detail visible on the M's new 3in, 
920,000-dot screen will make it easier 
for photographers to do this. 



Perhaps the biggest change for 
Leica, however, is the ability to use an 
optional Viso-Flex EVF2 electronic 
viewfinder. This is the same EVF as used 
with the Leica X2, and it means that 
photographers will still get the experience 
of using a viewfinder but without having 

to use the camera's optical rangefinder. 
Also, additional optical viewfinders for 
wideangle lenses will not be necessary, as 

the LCD is capable of showing the entire 

field of view of all lenses. 

Finally, 1080 full HD video capture is 
now possible using a Leica rangefinder 
camera. It will be interesting to see how 
this feature is adopted, and whether 

Leica can compete in this market. 

With many excellent and exotic lenses 
available, perhaps the leica M could gain 
a cult following among videographers, 
though it is an expensive option.

CASH CONFIDENT 

In the new Leica M, the company has, for 
the first time, developed its own CMOS 
sensor (the M9 uses a Kodak-made CCD 
sensor). It was developed in a two-year 
partnership with Belgium-based sensor 
supplier CMOSIS, which has allowed Leica 
to tailor it to its own specification. 

That Leica now has its own sensor, 
developed and made in Europe, is crucial to 

the Leica M's image quality, say bosses. 

‘We have not been forced to buy off the 
shelf from somebody else,' said Daniel. ‘We 
are very proud to use our own sensor, lit was 
created from scratch. On occasions people 
have said Leica is good in lenses, and they 
do nice mechanics, but in electronics they 
may not be that good - we can now prove 
the opposite,' he claimed. 

The alliance with CMOSIS is not a one- 
off, explained Schopf: ‘From that sensor 
partnership with CMOSIS we will generate 
new developments. 1 

Leica stresses that it was only able 
to develop its own sensor thanks to its 
financial turnaround in recent years. This 
has taken the firm out of ‘emergency mode 1 
and into 'product planning mode', enabling 


management to take risks it previously 
couldn't in such a niche market. 

It has also given the firm a stronger hand 
when negotiating with parts suppliers. 

The success of the M9, for example, 
allowed Leica to secure a competitive 
deal on components for the improved 
920,000-dot-resolution, 3in LCD screen 
used in the Leica M. 

Schopf explained. 1 Leica is not a mass 
manufacturer so, in the past, when we 
turned up at a potential supplier, we told 
them: "This is the quantity we need." They 
asked whether it was a month's consumption 
or weekly. In fact, it was a year's worth.' 

FILM NOT DEAD 

Cutting-edge technology may be easing 
its way into future digital models, so does 
this mean the shutters are coming down on 
Leica film cameras? 

According to Leica, nothing could be 
further from the truth The film-based M7 
and MP will remain in Leica's portfolio of five 
rangefinder cameras in production once the 
last of the M9 cameras are snapped up. 

'We sell them at a very stable level. It's 
surprising even for us,' revealed Daniel. 

'As long as we have this demand, we are 
going to fulfill it... an MP in your hands is a 
great thing.'

NEXT GENERATION 
MEMORY CAROS 

WITH an eye on ewer-increasing 
resolutions and more demand for video, 
both Lexar and SanDisk announced new 
products at the recent photokma trade 
show 

Lexar has introduced a 256GB 400X 
SD card, which is currently the highest 
capacity SD memory card available. With 
mobile devices also demanding increased 
capacities, the company announced a 
64GB 300X Micro SD card and a new 
25-in-1 USB 3,0 card reader. 

Speaking about future products, Adam 
Kaufman, product marketing manager for 
Memory Cards at Micron {Lexar's parent 
company), said that 'Lexar will produce 
XQD cards in the not-too-distant future'. 
Currently, the Nikon D4 is the only camera 
to use the XQD card format. 

He added that UHSII specification could 
be expected soon for the next generation 
of high-end SD cards. 

Meanwhile, San Disk announced that it 
is developing CFast memory cards, which 
could rival the XQD card format in high-end 
cameras. The CFast 2.0 specification has a 
theoretical performance of 600MB/S, four 
times faster than the highest-performance 
CompactFlash cards 

SanDisk has already sent CFast2 0 
memory cards to camera manufacturers as 
they design their next-generation cameras. 


ANDROID HITS 
COMPACTS 

FOR MANY the photokina trade 
show was the first chance to see the

This 
means users can access image-editing and 
sharing software, such as Instragram. as well 
as most other available smartphone apps.

JUST before the photo kina trade 
show, Sigma announced its new USB 
lens adapter. The small device allows 
compatible lenses to be mounted and then 
electronically connected to a computer 
via a USB lead. Computer software will 
then allow photographers to adjust certain 
properties of the lens to their needs. 

Of particular interest is the ability to 
make micro-adjustments to improve the 
focus of the lens, even at different focal 


lengths of a zoom lens. Focus limiting 
can also be adjusted precisely to the 

photographer’s needs. 

Speaking to AP, Katzuto Yamaki, CEO of 
Sigma, also explained that the AF in most 
Sigma lenses could actually be 15-20% 
faster, but it is slowed slightly to make it 
smoother. He said that the adapter would 
allow ‘sports photographers to make the AF 
faster, but those shooting video could slow it 
down and make it smoother'.

THERE is no shortage of photo-capable 
printers - in fact, you can pick up an 
entry-level Epson XP-30 for less than 
£40 However, having spent your cash or 
a decent camera and good lenses, you are 
probably going to want something that does 
justice to your equipment. 

Most of today's dedicated single-function 
photo printers are A3 or larger. However, 
large-format printers take up far too much 
desk space for the average hobbyist or 
home user and, anyway, the reality is 
that most of us do not need to produce 


large prints or a regular basis. 

So, if you lack the space but still want 
to produce great-looking photos, look 
no further than a multifunction or all-in- 
one printer. These incorporate a flatbed 
scanner with sufficient resolution for most 
scanning and copying work, a memory-card 
reader, Wi-Fi and Ethernet, Piet B ri dge, 
remote printing, CD/DVD label printing and 
perhaps a fax capability. These printers have 
become very popular due to their relative 
affordability, low running costs, versatility 
and high-quality photographic prints, 



In this review we will be looking at photo¬ 
quality and photo-capable multifunction 
printers we consider worthy of your 
consideration. But first we should clarify 
the difference between 'photo capable' 
and 'photo quality'. Photo-capable printers 
are usually supplied with the four colours 


of cyan, magenta, yellow and black, which 

are referred to as CMYK, Photo-capable 
printers are great for the day-to-day printing 
of a variety of document types, including 
text, greetings cards, graphics and photos. 
Photo-quality printers generally have six or 
more inks, which include cyan, magenta, 



the more advanced single-function printers 
have eight or more inks, which may also 
include light black inks for cast-free black & 
white printing. However, regardless of which 
printer type you want to use, for the best- 


quality photos you need premium photo- 
quality paper 

The recommended retail price of 
multifunction printers can range from less 
than £50 up to £299. The higher-specified 
printers will cost more, but no doubt 
produce better-quality photographs.

EPSON has just launched the ExpressJon 
Photo XP-750, a compact all-in-one 
primer approximately 40% smaller than 
its predecessor, the Epson Stylus Photo 
PX730WD on test here TheXP-750 
features a bright 8.8cm LCD touchscreen,

Other features include Epson Connect, 
which provides the facility to pnnt wirelessly 
from smartphones and tablets from within 
the home or print by emailing documents 
directly to the printer's unique email 
address. A remote printer driver offers the 
flexibility to print from a PC to an Epson 



Connect printer anywhere in the world The 
Scan-to-Cloud feature enables scanned 
documents and photos to be stored directly 
in Cloud services The XP-750 has Apple 
Air Print, and i Print for home printing via 
an Epson app, and email print and Google 
Claud print for mobile use.

The XP-750 was not available for our

Conclusion 


MOST users would be more than happy with the 
photos produced by all three printers, although dedicated 

photographers may demand higher quality. The Epson 
Stylus Photo PX730WD was the only unit to use six photo 
inks, with the other two printers using three colours plus 
blackfs). This brings me back to my opening statement 
about photo-capable and photo-quality printers, For the 
best photographic quality you really do need a printer with

PRINTING ON TEXTURED PAPER 


When printing A4 landscape 
pictures on my Kodak ESP C315 
printer using Canon Glossy paper, 
I obtain excellent results. However, when 


using PermaJet Fine Art Artist 210 textured 
paper, the overall results are very poor. 
Could you recommend a suitable A4 or A3

The answer to this depends on 
how you are printing your images. 

If it's from a computer, then there's 
probably no need for a new printer - it 
sounds to me as though you just need an 
ICC profile for your paper. PermaJet 
provides generic profiles (for free) for a wide 
range of printers and papers. Although the 


Kodak C 315 is not among these, all is not 
lost - the company also offers a custom 
profiling service that is 'free to alt PermaJet 
paper users'. The process starts with you 


downloading a set of colour-patch targets, 
printing these out according to a set of 
precise instructions and sending them in 
the post to PermaJet. The company 
"scans' the printed patches with a 


spectrophotometer to create a bespoke 
profile for your specific paper and printer 
combination, which is emailed back to you, 
ready for use by your computer. 

However, you mention the need for a 
printer with card slots, which would suggest 
that you're perhaps printing direct from a 
memory card.

DISABLING THE FLASH

An ICC profile is a description of the colour 
properties of a particular digital device, be 
it a camera or scanner ('input device) or a 
monitor or printer ('output' device). The 
reason these profiles are important is 
because each of these devices handles, or 
‘uses', colour in a different way. 

For example, let’s say you and a friend 

are both goi ng to photograph a pink 
flower. Its very likely that your camera 
(camera A) will record this particular shade 
of pink slightly differently to your friend's 
camera 1 camera B), while cameras C, D 
and E would record it differently still. These 
images may then be transferred from their 
respective cameras to different computers 
and displayed on different monitors. 
Monitor A will probably show it in a 
different light to monitor B. Then you 
throw multiple makes of printer into the 
equation, along with countless paper and 
ink combinations, each of which has an 




effect on that subtle shade of pink. 
Because of this, the prints that you and 
your friend make could be totally different, 
as wel I as bei ng a far cry from the hue of 
the original pink flower. 

However, this charges when you profile 
your various devices. In the context of 
colour, a profile is used to ‘translate’ the 
colour from one device to another, so the 
colour recorded by the camera appears 
accurately on screen, and the on-screen 
colour is then output accurately by a 
combination of printer, paper and ink. 

This works well, but it can be involved. 
For the greatest consistency, your mon tor 
needs to be ca librated regularly, and 
profiles should be created for every input 
and output device you use. Moreover, 
every paper you use in your pnnter should 
also be profiled to ensure that switching 
from gloss to matt doesn’t have an affect 
on the colour in your images.

as you keep the shutter-release button held 
down. In both cases, a tripod would probably 
be needed, unless you can find a solid

ICONIC CAMERA 




Ivor Matanle recalls the excitement 
generated at the launch of the smallest 
-frame 35mm camera in the world 



IN 1974, the amateur photographic 
community was becoming accustomed to 
charge. Cameras with reliable electronically 
controlled shutters were new, while seriously 
precise electronic automatic exposure 
measurement was still being confused with 
the unreliable electromechanical automatic 
exposure mechanisms of 12 years earlier. 
Lightweight small-bodied SLRs were just 



beginning to hit the market, and engineering 
plastics were about to change everything. 

It was still broadly true that in 1974 
cameras for amateur photographers came 
in three varieties: substantial metal 35mm 
coupled rangefinder cameras; heavy metal 
single-lens reflex cameras; and even 
heavier twin-lens reflex cameras. That may 
be an oversimplification, but it serves to 
demonstrate the contrast that the advent 
of the Minox 35EL offered - 
light glass-fibre-reinforced, polycarbonate¬ 
bodied, folding camera, with aperture- 
priority automatic exposure and an 
electronically controlled shutter. The Minox 
35EL was also undeniably the smallest 
full-frame 35mm camera in the world., 
and, at a time when innovation was 
regarded as an oriental prerogative, 
it came from: Germany. 

The appearance of the Minox 35EL 
at the photokina trade show in 1974 
unleashed a wave of photographic press 
excitement worldwide, not alii of it favourable 
Traditionalists found the idea of a plastic 
camera difficult to accept and the notion 
of not being able to choose the shutter 
speed manually quite alien, Mary regarded 
the Minox 35EL, despite the long history of 
Minox sub-miniature cameras used by all 

the best intelligence agencies and in most 
spy films, as little more than a toy. 

Then press reviews began to rave about 

the astonishing performance of the 35mm 

f/2.8 Color-Mi notar lens and the ability of 
the Minox 35EL to deliver picture quality 
superior to some of the world's best 
SLRs. An American magazine did a test 
comparing the results on identical film 
of a Nikon F2 with a 35mm f/2.8 Nikkor 
lens and a Minox 35EL. When the Minox 
won on resolution, the magazine declined

to publish the test, possibly because the 
Nikon advertising budget was too good to 
lose. Other reviewers were less reticent, 
and it became clear that this was a serious 
contender. Sales climbed and, as the 
SLR manufacturers adopted plastics and 
electronically controlled automation in a 
smaller generation of SLRs over the next 
couple of years, it became clear that Minox 
was ahead of the game and on to a winner. 


REMARKABLE DESIGN 

Designed by Professor Richard Fischer, 
the Minox 35EL was a folding camera, 
but without the bellows of previous folding 
cameras. Instead, the action of opening 
the protective front door of the camera 


caused the lens and shutter assembly to 
be drawn forward into shooting position. At 
the forward end of the lens unit was a focus 
scale, from infinity to 3 feet (0.9 metres). At 
the rear end was an aperture setting scale of 
f/2 S-f/16. The user had control of depth of 
field according to the aperture selected, and 
the camera provided an appropriate shutter 
speed for correct exposure. 

When folded, the camera would fit into a 
shirt pocket - 'about the size of a packet of 
cigarettes' was the line at the time - and it 
was extremely light in weight, about li9Gg. 
Excellent though the camera 
was, there were some oddities in

the speed, or, more correctly, 
the sensitivity of the film in use. 
The meter was calibrated for 
films from 25 ASA, or 15 DIM, 
click stops at 3 DIN increments, each 
therefore doubling the ASA speed. This - 
although corrected in later models - made 
it impossible to set the meter accurately 
to expose Kodachrome 64, which was 
one of the most popular films at the time. 
There was also no setting to override the 
automatic exposure for subjects that 
were dark, such as a face in shade against 
a light background. 

Another oddity was that the exposure- 
meter cell was in a curved aperture in the 
front of the shutter housing, beside the lens 
This caused asymmetric light measurement 
under some conditions and consequent 
error, so the cell was re-positioned in some 
later models in the series. 

Overall, the 35EL was an excellent design 
and proved to be the first of 30 different 
Minox 35 models from 1974-2003. 


NEW VERSION5 

In February 1979, 
appeared, called the 



imp roved model 
3561, which 


introduced the idea of changing the colour 
of the shutter button with each successive 


model. The button on the 35EL had been 
red, whereas that on the 35GL was bright 
orange.

rewind levers, and a useful white dot on the 
rewind crank that made it obvious that the 
crank was turning, and that film was being 
transported when the camera was wound. It 
also had two intermediate positions between 

each click stop on the film-speed dial so 
that non-standard film speeds could be set. 
This was useful for black Sr white enthusiasts 
experimenting with different processing that 
affected film speed. 

In September 19S1, the Minox 356T 
appeared {with a yellow shutter button) 
and this one did have some realty practical 
and useful improvements. As well as a 
standard cable-release socket, the 35GT 
had a delayed action timer and a backlight 
switch that enabled the user to increase 
exposure 2x when a subject was in shade 
against a bright background. In the middle of 
production of the 35GT, as new high-speed

films appeared, the film-speed dial acquired 


a 1600 ASA setting. 

The Minox 35PL of 1982 (with a 
green shutter button) offered the major 
development of a multi-coated version of 
the 35 mm f/2.8 Col or-M molar together 
with a programmed exposure A’ setting on 
the aperture setting ring. In practice, the 'A' 
setting did not change much, because the 
camera still provided automatic exposure 
without a manual option, but it meant that

would be best for the shot. A further change 
was the introduction of a green hyperfocal 
distance spot on the focusing ring, so users 
could set the focus ring to that spot and 
expect in bright light that everything from 
about five feet to infinity would be in focus. 
The 35PL could also read DX codes on film, 
cassettes, making physical setting of film 
speed unnecessary. 

A retrograde change was that the 1m- 

on the 35PL had a fastest film 
setting of only 400 ASA, so this model was 
clearly aimed primarily at non-enthusiast 
photographers. A version of the 35PL called 
the 35 PE appeared with a built-in flashgun 
to one side of the camera body. 

The Minox 35ML, which was marketed 
in 1985, was expected to be the pinnacle 

of Minox 35 success but proved to be 
about the most unreliable of the senes, 
with serious shutter-failure problems. It 
had- all the features of the 35GT, but with 
completely redesigned electronics, and it 
used a PX28 battery instead of the PX27 
of earlier models.

35ML was that the body shape had 
been changed to accommodate a

front cover over the lens had acquired a 
catch. A major change in practice was that 
the exposure automation had a memory 
function so the user could take a reading 
from one area of the scene and use that 


reading to take the shot once the picture 
had been composed 

In 1987, the dumbirg-down of the Minox 
35 continued with the appearance of the 
black 35AL (with a white shutter button}, a 
budget version with a fixed-focus 35mm 
f/4 Color Minar lens. This had pictographs 
showing sun, partial cloud and full cloud to 
enable the user to choose an aperture, and 
diagrams of one, two or three people to 
indicate flash range and set the exposure 
when using the Minox flash gun. Shutter 
speeds from f-l/3QQsec were manually set. 

A white-painted version of the 3SAL 
appeared (with a red shutter button) and is 
not to be recommended because the paint 
tends to wear off. 


AUTOFOCUS AND 
MORE VARIANTS 

Perhaps Minox's least applauded 
development was the announcement at the 
1988 photokina of the Minox 35AF This 
unlovely autofocus camera had autoloading 
as well as autofocus and a 32mm f/3.5 
Minoxar lens that was not protected by a 
door. It was as unsuccessful as the other 
Minox 35 models were successful. 

During the 1990s.. more variants of the 
original concept appeared, and the Minox 
35GTX, GS, GTE and GSX are all detailed at 
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www.submm. 
com. As with so many 
fine film cameras, the following 
of the Minox 35 range evaporated when 
compact digital cameras began to be able to 
take a decent photograph. 
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ACCESSORIES 

Minox offered a wide variety of electronic 
flashguns for more or less every model, 
ever-ready cases and bags, close-up lenses, 
hoods and U V filters, a copy stand and a 
miniature tripod. A data back with limited 
data capability fitted most models.
